ORDER 

New Delhi, the 25 th April 1903 

S.O. 1216.—Whereas by the Order of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry No, S O. 867, dated the 15th May, 1658, as subsequent¬ 
ly amended by the Order in the Notification of the Government of India, Minia- 
try of Commerce and Industry No, S.O, 1037, dated 6th May, 1901, the manage¬ 
ment of the undertaking known as Messrs Jessop and Co. Limited, Calcutta, has 
been taken over by the Board of Management referred to in the said Order for 
a period of five years from the 15th May, 1958; 

And whereas the Cential Government is of opinion that it is expedient in the 
public interest that the management of the said undertaking by the said Board 
of Management should continue for a further period of two years; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to *ub- 
section (2) of section 18A of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 
1951 (05 of 1951), the Central Government hereby directs that the said Order 
shall continue to have effect for a further period of two years from the I5th 
May, 1903.
